Board Appointment | 
Is Given 
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Supt. A.Keim 
Reveals Leave 
Benefit Plan 





Teachers Cumulative 
Benefit Is First 
In State 
Albany Superintendent of) 


Schools, Allen Keim this week re- | 


vealed a report and recommenda- 
tion which, following its adoption 
at the Tuesday night session of the 
Albany Board of Education, is the 
first. plan in the State by which 
school employes will receive 
cumulative sick leave benefits. 
The recommendation, as present- 
ed by Keim, will give teachers five 
days a year for sick leave with an 
accumulation possibility of 20 days 
if no absences are recorded during 
the four-year limit. 
Applying also to 
employes or school custodians, the 
plan grants them nine days a year, 
with an accumulation possibility of 


non-certified 


27 days. 
In his report Keim stated that he 
believes every school system 


should have a liberal policy with 
reference to the sick benefit leave 
of absence. “I favor,” he said, “a 
plan with five days of sick leave 
with an accumulation possibility of 
20 days, and a system that is fair 
to all concerned. 

“When a certificated employee of 
the Albany Public Schools is ab- 
sent on account of illness, he shall 
receive his full salary for the first 
five days of such absence. At the 
end of the school year, any un- 
used sick leave time shall be cumu- 
lative and carried over to the fol- 
lowing school year. However, all 
sick leave whether annual or cumt- 
lative shall be used for sick leave 
purposes only.” 

According to reports, no other 
school district in the State gives its 
employes accumulative sick leave 
benefits. However, it was said, 
Oakland is considering adoption of 
a similar plan to that proposed 
Tuesday evening by Keim.

Answering a request made last 
week by a Board member, Ala- 
meda County District Attorney 
Earl Warren Tuesday night rend- 
ered an affirmative decision on the 
legality of the appointment of Wal- 
ter Teasdale to the Albany Board 
of Education. 

Question of the validity of Teas- 
dale’s appointment arose last week 
when a quorum of three Board 
members voted two to one to name 
Teasdale as fifth member of the 
Board of Education. Due to a mis- 
interpretation of two clauses of the 
School section of the City charter, 
District Attorney Warren was ask- 
ed to interpret ‘the clauses. 

Warren stated that in his opin- 
ion “in any meeting of the Board 
legally called, action taken by the 
Board would constitute a legal ap- 
pointment of a Board member to 
fill an existing vacancy.” 

Interpretation of the clauses was 
based on decisions handed down 
by the State Supreme and Appe!~ 
late Courts,

Petition Moves, 
Uses Explained 


By G, Johnson 


Direct legislation by use of the ini- 
tiative was explained to members of 
Francis K. Shattuck Masonic Lodge of 
Berkeley in a talk by Assemblyman 
Gardiner Johnson last week, entitled, 
“We the People.” 

Assemblyman Johnson reminded the 
audience that in November, 1934, 
there were 23 measures on the ballot 
of which 14 were adopted by the elec- 
tors. In November, 1936 there were 
23 measures on the ballot, of which 
only 4 were adopted. 





Speaking of the possible success of 
initiative measures at the November 
election, Assemblyman Johnson said: 


“There is no reason to assume that 
any one of the entire group of meas- 
ures will be defeated, no matter how 
objectionable they may be, unless the 
people of California start out right 
now to study them, discuss them and 
then go out to the polls and express 
their views. In 1934, there were 3,140,- 
114 people registered and qualified 
to vote, but only 9,360,914 votes 
were cast, being approximately 75 
per cent of the registered vote through- 
out the State. In spite of that rela- 
ively heavy general vote many of the 
people did not vote at all on some 
of the measures, and we find that some 
of the 25 measures were actually 
adopted by less than 25 per cent of 
the registered vote,” 





Citing a specific instance, Johnson 
reminded the audience that a reso- 
lution as important as the one recom- 
mending a convention to revise the 
State constitution was adopted by 
705,915 votes, which was only 30 per 
cent of the total number of votes 
cast at the general election and 23 
per cent of the registered vote in 
the State. '
